lying in perfect order on the 
nicely erected altar. Oh, what 
would be more pleasing to the 
human eye or the natural heart 
of man. One could say, see how 
sincere he is even if he hasn’t 
a lamb. He has a perfect right 
to his own opinion, when it 
comes to worshipping God. He 
just as well have a right to his
